having oil board the remainder of the crew, the
Officers and oor passengers, hart lutidert In safety.

II. D. Waiion, Jr., second lieutenant, Ttilrd butted
States artillery, son of General II. Li. Waiting. coalmanling at Governor's Island, was a passenger on

board the Thames at the time of the disaster, being
on his way to rejoin ilic e.unman I at Tortdgna. Yesterdayafternoon ho arrived in Now York from Norfolk,having been compelled to return to this city to

rc-euibark, aud furuialica the following
nakkaTivk of tiik catastrophe,

ThoTliamcs loft this port on Sunday last, bound
for Galveston, Texas, having on im.,rd fonr passengersand a crew of twenty-one persons. Wo experiencedtoloiab'y fair weather until the evening of

Monday, witen a sharp breczo wet In, but with no

serious violence. About lintf-past one o'clock on

Ttaesday morning the alarm of "lire" was given
and smoke unil fluii.o.-i were found proceedingfrom between decks Just aft of Hie
engine. Tho Are spread with such frightful
rapidity that all hands were soon driven from the
cahtns. At the time the Are wan discovered the
Ilatterns light bore directly west, about twenty miles
distant^ and Captain renuington at once gave
orders to put the ship about with a view
Of running in for the shore. Kfforts wore

then made to extinguish the Arc, and the bulkheads
were knocked in with that object, hut the entire
hold was round to be 111 Aumes, and it was evident
that the ship would bo destroyed, Bhe carried hay
as cargo between decks and this furnished abundant
fuel ior the fire, burning with great fury. Fortunatelythe wind was off shore, and tn order to
seep inc names an as niurn an poesiuiu cuprum rcnningtontook the prooautlon to save three boats
lrom the davits Hit and remove then forward, and
heade i the siilii for shore, bat being driven from the
pilot house by the names ine venscl bccante unmanageable.Orders were uiven attiilsjuiioiurctolaunch
the boots, and two of the lifeboats we e floated sac
ccfcsfully. A tu rd boat, a metallic lifeboat, at. the
starboard quarter, was f< urnl to be part ally melted
by the beat of the names, and was thcieforo useless.
The two lifeboats were manned.one under commando'the second niata, containing nine persons,
Including the stewardess, Miss layior, and invself;
the oth' r, commanded by the eapinin, took on board
ten persons, including a lady passenger, Hr.s. A.
Mart Ing. a resident of Savannah, I believe, and two
mule passengers. Aniiird tioat, called it "Whitehall"
boat, was a so launched, and live men embarked in
her.Meorge Itrasse, the cook: John Ciethron and
Chiti'les Mason, waiters; one seaman and a coalpasser,whose names do not, know. At tins time it
was quite dark, the snip was in the trough of the
sea, which was rolling rather heavily, and a strong
wind was blowing otr shore. The vessel was now
about ilfiecn miles from land, Ih liguthouso bearing
about west-sou Hi west. We tut I 110 Iresh watei cr
provisions in the boats and very little clothing, as
the lire burno l so turiousl.v that we were comoe led
10 leave the steamer ns quick!v as possible, without
making any attempt to save our personal etreets and
valuables. As soon as the condition of affairs on
board was asceriatned Captain Pennington took his
post ut t he wii 't'l and gave his orders from hat position,lie being also the last man to leave the ship.
In fact his hair was burned as ho was coming down
the ropes over the ship's side. The two tlrst named
boats wore headed for tho light on shore, that
being the only guile to steer bv, as we
contil not see the laud. We parted from tho
steamer about half un hour after the Ore had
broken out, and she was then almost a mass or
Homes, tho lire navtng burst up through the hatchways,and ttie smokestack had already taiien. In
olioiit halt an hour from the tunc we left her the
small iMiat, having the live men on board, passed
iii, heading diroctiy, ati we thought, lor thellaiieras
liplit, and that was the last we saw of ner. We have
he ir 1 nothing from her since. The propeller, alter
burning for about lour hours, suiik In sixteen
lutlioma of waer, being by that time consumed
near y to the water's edge. The boat I was in lauded
on Hal terns Hanks, about seven miles north of the
lighthouse, alter nearly eight hours' hard rowing.
The exact location 1 understand was t;h canilroinicoIleach, twelve miles north ol 11 at terns Inlet,
between Pamlico .Sound and the Allautio. Wc had
c nslderahle dmicuit? in ceiling ashore nn account
of the heavy suri.

Willie fa-.t we
luii.cn a schooner for relief, u-kitig them to send us
a boat to help us off hy lightering our
load, but the schooner made sail and left
us, although wo lo.d them we had been
wreckud.
